Katrina Takes Aim in Gulf 


New Orleans expeeted to suffer direet hit by monster storm 


NEWORLEANSI With a Category 5 hurricane 
bearing down on his below- sea-level city, 
Mayor C. Ray Nagin made what pleas he 
could to his fellow citizens to flee and then 
left it in the hands of a higher power. 

“God bless us,” a grim Nagin said Sunday 
as Hurricane Katrina’s 160 mph winds 
swirled toward the Big Easy. 

Nagin ordered a mandatory evacuation for 
the city’s 485,000 residents and opened the 
Superdome as a shelter of last resort, bluntly 
warning those who stayed that they would 
be at the mercy of Katrina’s high winds, 28- 
foot storm surge and 15 inches of rain. 


“We are facing a storm that most of us 
have long feared,” Nagin said. “This is a 
once-in-a-lifetime event.” 

Katrina intensified into a Category 5 giant 
over the warm water of the Gulf of Mexico, 
reaching top winds of 175 mph before weak- 
ening slightly on a path to hit New Orleans 
around sunrise Monday. That would make it 
the city’s first direct hit in 40 years and the 
most powerful storm ever to slam the city. 

Forecasters warned that Mississippi 
and Alabama were also in danger because 


Katrina was such a big storm — with hurri- 
cane-force winds extending up to 105 miles 
from the center — that even areas far from 
the landfall could be devastated. 

With Katrina’s outer bands of rain and 
squalls lashing New Orleans early Sunday 
evening, scientists predicted that forecast- 
ers’ worst fears maybe realized: The storm 
could overwhelm the city’s network of pro- 
tective levees, canals and pumps, swamping 
New Orleans in a cesspool of toxic chemicals, 
human waste and even coffins that could 
cause extensive damage and leave more than 
1 million people homeless, brett martel (ap)

Later Saturday, the Palm Springs 
Aerial Tramway was ordered closed 
for the first time in at least 15 years. 
In Northern California, firefighters 
were able to stop the expansion of a 
2,300 -acre wildfire that destroyed 
30 buildings and injured three fire- 
fighters.

New Orleans Seeks Shelter 


Residents unable 
to flee hurricane find 
refuge in Superdome 

NEW ORLEANS I For this city’s poor, 
homeless and frail, just getting into 
the massive Louisiana Superdome 
and hunkering down was the hard- 
est part. 

The sickest among them 
didn’t flee the 165 -mph wrath of 
Hurricane Katrina on Sunday as 
much as they hobbled to safety on 
crutches, canes and on stretch- 
ers. The rest lined up for blocks in 
the muggy heat, clutching meager 
belongings and crying children as 
National Guardsman searched them 
for guns, knives and drugs. 

“We just took the necessities,” 
said Michael Skipper, who pulled a 
wagon loaded with bags of clothes 
and a radio. “The good stuff — the 
television and the furniture — you 
just have to hope something’s there 
when you get back. If it’s not, you 
just start over.” 

New Orleans’ most frail resi- 
dents got priority for placement in 
the makeshift Superdome shelter, by 
far the most solid of the Big Easy’s 
10 refuges of last resort for the esti- 
mated 100,000 city residents who 
don’t have the means, or strength to 
join a mandatory evacuation. 

The dome, with its bare floor 
and stadium seats, is likely to end 
up their home for the next few days 
as the hurricane hits and the region 
deals with its aftermath.

“They told us not to stay in our 
houses because it wasn’t safe,” said 
76 -year- old Victoria Young, who 
sat amid plastic bags and a metal 
walker. “It’s not safe anywhere when 
you’re in the shape we’re in.” 

Curtis Cockran, 54, a diabetic 
who recently had hip surgery, sat in 
his wheelchair on a loading dock at 
the dome while nurses, emergency 
technicians and doctors attended 
to refugees’ needs. 

“I just want a place I can be quiet 
and left alone,” he said. “I don’t know 
if I’ll have a place to go back to, but 
there’s no reason to worry about that 
now. For the time being I just want 
to be safe.” mary foster (ap)

Tensions Mount at Ranch 


At president s retreat, 
dual protests yield 
heated views on Iraq 

CRAWFORD, TEXAS I Several thou- 
sand people descended on President 
Bush’s adopted hometown, attend- 
ing a rally supporting him or arriv- 
ing for the last leg of an anti-war 
demonstration near his ranch. 

The pro -Bush rally Saturday by

serving in Iraq. 

Organizers estimated the crowd 
at more than 2,000, but it appeared 
smaller. 

“I know that the Camp Casey 
movement is going to end the 
war in Iraq,” Sheehan said, add- 
ing that no other families should 
have to suffer the loss of a relative. 
She led the crowd in chanting “Not 
one more!” 

Traffic was at a crawl for hours 
in the one -stoplight town of 700 
people, and law enforcement agen- 
cies from nearby cities were called 
in to help. 

At the pro-Bush rally, there were 
some heated moments when two 
members of Protest Warrior, a group 
that frequently holds counter pro- 
tests to anti-war rallies, walked in 
with a sign that read “Say No to War

Negotiators decide to 
submit draft despite 
objections from Sunnis 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraqi negotia- 
tors finished the new constitution 
Sunday and referred it to the vot- 
ers but without the endorsement of 
Sunni Arabs, a major setback for the 
U.S. strategy to lure Sunnis away 
from the insurgency and hasten the 
day U.S. troops can go home. 

The absence of Sunni Arab 
endorsement, after more than two 
months of intensive negotiations, 
raised fears of more violence and set 
the stage for a bitter political fight 
ahead of an Oct. 15 nationwide ref- 
erendum on the document. 

A political battle along reli- 
gious and ethnic lines threatened 
to sharpen communal divisions at

a time when relations among the 
Shiites, Sunni Arabs and Kurds 
appear to be worsening. 

Sunni negotiators delivered 
their rejection in a joint statement 
shortly after the draft was submit- 
ted to parliament. They branded the 
final version as “illegitimate” and 
asked the Arab League, the United 
Nations and “international organi- 
zations” to intervene. 

Intervention is unlikely, howev- 
er, and no further amendments to 
the draft are possible under the law, 
said a legal expert on the drafting 
committee, Hussein Addab. 

“I think if this constitution 
passes as it is, it will worsen every- 
thing in the country,” said Saleh al- 
Mutlaq, a Sunni negotiator.

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran on Sunday 
rejected what it termed condi- 
tional negotiations with Europe 
over Tehran’s nuclear program 
and said it wanted instead to have 
talks with the U.N.’s international 
nuclear watchdog agency. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Hamid Reza Asefi said any future 
nuclear negotiations would not 
include the United States, which 
contends Iran wants to build 
atomic weapons.

“Since Europe has demand- 
ed conditional negotiations, Iran 
will not accept that and negotiations 
won’t be held,” Asefi told reporters. 
“We are interested in negotiations 
and working with the International 
Atomic Energy Agency as our part- 
ner.”

Richard Lugar, an Indiana 
Republican, and Barack Obama, an 
Illinois Democrat, who had been 
visiting storage sites for weapons of 
mass destruction, were held at an 
airport in the Ural Mountain city 
of Perm for several hours but were 
allowed to leave after talks between 
U.S. and Russian officials. 

“I am in Ukraine with Sen. 
Lugar,” Intelligence Committee 
Chairman Richard Lugar’s spokes- 
man, Andy Fisher, said in a mes- 
sage sent from a personal messag- 
ing device Sunday afternoon. 

He said Russian officials refused 
to let the plane take off for three 
hours and insisted on boarding it. 

“They did not. The border 
patrol finally got orders to let us 
go,” Fisher said. 

The spokesmen did not have 
information on the nature of the 
dispute that led to the delay, (ap)

Indonesias Polio 
Drive to Gear Up 


Rumors about vaccine’s 
safety may keep some 
from immunizations 

CIKEUSAL, INDONESIA I Holding her 
2-year-old son, Sari listens intently 
in a ramshackle health clinic as the 
medical staff assures her and other 
villagers about the safety of the vac- 
cine being used to light Indonesia’s 
first polio outbreak in a decade. 

But the impoverished mother of 
two remains unconvinced. She hints 
she will not participate in Tuesday’s 
nationwideimmunizationcampaign 
because of rumors — unfounded — 
that a neighbor’s child contracted 
polio after being given the oral vac- 
cine earlier this year. 

“I’m afraid. Maybe my boy will 
get paralyzed,” said Sari, who was 
among 62 percent of parents in her 
village who refused to get their chil- 
dren vaccinated in June during a 
campaign on Java, the main island 
where most of the nation’s 226 polio 
cases have occurred.

Such fears are threatening the 
biggest public health exercise ever 
mounted in Indonesia, whose ris- 
ing caseload has the World Health 
Organization worried that the virus 
could spread in Southeast Asia. 

Indonesian leaders are pulling 
out all stops to win over a public 
skeptical about the drive to vacci- 
nate 24 million children. 

The nation’s two largest Muslim 
organizations are endorsing vaccina- 
tions in TV ads, and celebrities are 
making the rounds to promote the 
$24 million initiative comparable 
to a general election, (ap) 


Lagging in Polls, 
Schroeder Upbeat 
On German Vote 


BERLIN I German Chancellor 
Gerhard Schroeder said Sunday he 
is still optimistic he will win another 
term with his Social Democrats and 
has no “plan B,” despite lagging in 
the polls with only three weeks left 
before national elections. 

He told ZDF television he was 
forging ahead 
with “plan A, 
and that means 
fighting for the 
SPD to be the 
strongest party.” 

The elections 
are scheduled 
for Sept. 18. 

An Infratest institute poll for 
Germany’s ARD television on Friday 
showed Schroeder’s party had gained 
some ground in recent days, polling 
at 31 percent, but Angela Merkel’s 
Christian Democrats and their sis- 
ter Bavarian Christian Social Union 
party led with 42 percent support. 

As the opposition parties held a 
rally Sunday, the announcer confi- 
dently introduced Merkel as “the 
next chancellor of Germany.” (ap)

D.C. 

Officers, contract guards to provide security 


WASHINGTON | When students and 
teachers begin the new school year 
Monday in the District of Columbia, 
security at the front door will be the 
responsibility of the Metropolitan 
Police Department. 

“We are not there to turn school 
into a prison,” said Assistant Police 
Chief Gerald M. Wilson. The for- 
mer Prince George’s County, Md., 
police chief said he wants officers to 
“engage the youth, so they don’t just 
see us as there to maintain order, 
but there as truly a resource.” 

A team of 350 contract security 
guards and 99 armed school resource 


officers from the police department 
will be stationed at city schools. 

Over the past decade, school 
security in D.C. has been shuffled 
from an in-house security force, 
through several contractors and 
now to a larger police presence 
with police overseeing contract 
guards. The D.C. Council hand- 
ed the police department author- 
ity over school security on July 1 
in response to the February 2004 
fatal shooting of a student inside 
Ballou High School. 

Contract guards from last 
school year were required to reap- 


ply for their jobs with Hawk One 
Security, the new company city offi- 
cials selected for a two-year, $30.1 
million contract. 

The company re -screened all 
applicants, and 38 were disqualified 
under new requirements banning 
the hiring of anyone convicted of a 
list of felonies and misdemeanors in 
the past 10 years, Wilson said. 

In the past, lapses in the screen- 
ing process have allowed some 
people with criminal records to 
be hired. Partly because of those 
problems the school system decid- 
ed not to renew its contract with 
Watkins Security, which expired 
in July. Wilson said a new law and 


language added to the new security 
contract with Hawk One will pre- 
vent that from happening again. 

Beyond having guards with 
criminal records. Superintendent 
Clifford Janey said some guards 
were just too young. 

Lisa Piculell, a spokeswom- 
an for the Texas -based National 
Association of School Resource 
Officers, said problems could 
arise with the new system if a sworn 
police officer with arrest powers 
were to order a private guard to 
search a student. Legally, the guard 
would become the officer’s agent 
and could risk violating a student’s 

rights. BRETT ZONGKER (AP)

District Cigar Bars Couid 
Be Exempted From Ban 


Stogie fans hope for 
loophole in smoking 
bill before Couneil 

WASHINGTON I With the D.C. 
Council likely to pass a smoking 
ban for bars and restaurants this 
fall, cigar smokers are waiting to 
see whether D.C. council mem- 
bers agree to an exception for des- 
ignated “cigar bars,” like Shelly’s 
Backroom, where 69 -year- old Al 
Swift was recently enjoying a J.R. 
Ultimate with a gin martini. 

“You don’t inhale cigars,” said 
the former Congressman from 
Washington state as he sat in the 


cigar bar downstairs from the D.C. 
law office where he’s now a partner. 
“You don’t get that straight main- 
line hit.” 

Such an exception is in the pipe- 
line, said Council member Kathy 
Patterson, a co-sponsor of the smok- 
ing ban bill. 

“We’re trying not to be doctri- 
naire and to be open to some of the 
recommendations in the public 
hearing process,” Patterson said. 

Council members have said they 
anticipate a ban that mirrors New 
York City’s, which allows some 
already- existing cigar bars to keep 
operating, as other establishments 
go smoke-free, jacob adelman (ap)

No issue is too 
small. If an actor needs a new toaster, 
she handles it — even if the onethey 
have isn’t really broken. “If they think 
it doesn’t work they’re going to have a 
lousy morning,’’ she said. 

WOULD YOU WANT HER JOB? Not 
if you don’t just relish pacifying 
sometimes-pushy personalities. “I 
like the ones everyone else thinks are 


difficult, because I liketo make them 
happy. It’salittle bitof achallengefor 
me,’’ said Mauritz. It helps, she said, 
to appreciate the pressure on actors: 
“Anything that goes wrong during a 
performance, they’re the ones stuck 
outthere.’’ When shows are in pro- 
duction (usually every season except 
summer), she’s at workfor at leasta 
couple hours, seven days a week. 

HOW YOU CAN GET HER JOB: Theater 
experience, particularly as a stage 
manager, will teach you how various 
departments operate and come 
together (Mauritz was previously a 
stage manager at one of Arena’s ven- 
ues). Being atrue people-person isa 
clincher: “I don’tthinkyou could fake 
itforas many hours as I’m at work.’’

Handheld software 
tracks traffic, saving 
precious gasoline 

GADGETRY I Long Island looked as 
if it were on fire. That’s the view of 
the New York suburbs on the screen 
of a Treo Smartphone. A new piece 
of software gives users real-time 
traffic updates — flashing yellow, 
orange or red circles appear over a 
road map, depending on the level of 
hell they portend. Meanwhile, New 
Jersey never looked better. 

With gas prices at eye-popping 
levels. Palm Inc.’s Traffic for Treo 
Smartphones couldn’t have come 
at a better time. 

It costs $4.99 a month to get 
traffic updates for one city — a

small price considering savings 
you’d get by dodging traffic jams 
and the stop-and-go nightmares 


that the radio reports euphemisti- 
cally call “heavy volume.” You can 
get two cities for $7-99 a month, or 
all 10 for $14.99. 

So far, the software covers met- 
ropolitan areas for New York, Los 
Angeles, San Diego, San Francisco, 
Houston, Atlanta, Detroit, Seattle, 
Chicago and Washington, D.C./ 
Baltimore. You can download it 
from Palm’s Web site. 

With Traffic, you can zoom into 
the part of the map that affects you 
most and bookmark spots of great- 
est interest. Tap on one of the flash- 
ing circles for detailed information. 
One recent example: “Garden State 
Parkway at Exit 145. There is an 
accident involving an overturned 
vehicle causing heavy delays on the 
northbound Garden State Parkway 


north of Exit 145 I-280-Central 
Avenue-East Orange -Newark.” 

The dots may also tell you if 
highway traffic is moving slow 
(“Miles per Hour: 35 — Southern 
State Parkway Exit 32”) or if there 
are delays at major “chokepoints.” 

Palm Inc. gets the traf- 
fic data from a company called 
Metrocommute, which takes sen- 
sor and accident data from local 
transportation officials. It adds info 
obtained through its own cameras 
and speed detectors at bridges, tolls 
and other high-traffic areas. 

The data refresh every 15 min- 
utes by default, though you can set it 
to refresh as quickly as every 5 min- 
utes or simply tap a button on the 
screen for an instant update. 

The temptation to fire up the 
software while driving can prove too 
strong to resist at times. You’ll need 
to work on your willpower in order 
to avoid ending up as the centerpiece 
of a rubbernecker delay yourself.

M u S I C I So this is where Kanye West 
wants to take hip-hop — beyond 
the sped-up soul samples that made 
him famous, beyond his first album’s 
gospel and R&B influences ... into 
the orchestra pit. 

Fashioning himself on the adven- 
turous “Late Registration” as more 
of a streetwise composer than arro- 
gant producer-rapper, West piles on 
lush layers of strings, pianos and 
horns.

The abundance of sound results 
from the Chicago star’s collabora- 
tion with Jon Brion, a Southern 
California musician who has 
scored films and produced for 
Fiona Apple.

West warms up with a few easy 
crowd-pleasers. Adam Levine of 
Maroon 5 supplies the delicate cho- 


rus for “Heard ’Em Say,” a softie of 
a first song. “Touch the Sky” exu- 
berantly jacks Marvin Gaye’s “Move 
On Up” with one-liners about the 
hard life before fame. 

A sample of Shirley Bassey’s 
James Bond theme “Diamonds

In Lancaster County, 
relive the hottest 
Amish movie ever 

The 82 -acre Pennsylvania farm 
featured in the 1985 movie thrill- 
er “Witness” is tucked into a small 
valley, hidden from the view of trav- 
elers on Lancaster County’s back 
roads. But that hasn’t deterred curi- 
osity-seekers from sneaking peeks 
over the years. 

For a limited time this year — 
the 20th anniversary of the film’s 
release — tourists can get an even 
closer look at the site where movie 
romance blossomed between an 
Amish widow and a Philadelphia 
narcotics officer investigating a 
murder witnessed by her son. 

The farm is one stop on a 
three-hour guided tour that 
offers a behind-the-scenes look at 
the movie. Filmed on location in 
Lancaster County and Philadelphia, 
the movie introduced Amish culture

to a worldwide audience. 

“If you talk about Witness’ to 
anyone, whether you’re in France or 
you’re in Germany . . . they recognize 
the movie . . . and that’s their concept 
of what they know about Lancaster 
County and the Amish community,” 
said Wendy Nagle, president of the 
Pennsylvania Dutch Convention and 
Visitors Bureau. 

“Witness” also explores how 
Officer John Book, portrayed by 
Harrison Ford, tries to assimilate 
with the Amish while hiding from 
fellow police officers involved in the 
murder. Kelly McGillis played the 
widow, Rachel Lapp.

museum’s “Witness to Witness” 
exhibit mixes movie memorabilia 
with facts about the Amish. 

The tour then rolls through the 
countryside to the “Witness” farm 
where the fictional Lapp family 
lived near Strasburg, about 10 miles 
southeast of Lancaster. Afterward, 
it traverses other country roads back 
to the visitors’ center. 

The exhibit also makes passing 
mention of the controversy stirred 
up by the movie, which critics said 
exploited the Amish. After meeting 
with community members following 
the filming, state officials agreed 
to restrict the types of movies that 
could be filmed in Pennsylvania 
depicting the sect. 

The farm where the film was 
shot was sold in 2001 to an Amish 
couple, Ivan and Martha Beiler, who 
live there with their seven children. 
Their house is off-limits, but visi- 
tors can look inside the main floor 
of the barn where Rachel Lapp and 
John Book dance. 

They can also tour the summer 
kitchen, which was connected to 
the farmhouse during the film- 
ing but is now a separate building. 
Its interior is virtually unchanged 
from 20 years ago, right down to 
grime spray-painted on the walls 
to give the kitchen a used look.

A scientist changes 
the very nature of 
dark-meat chicken 

Daniel Fletcher has found a way to 
transform dark meat chicken into 
white, a scientific advance some 
purists say has gone too far. 

“Leave chicken alone,” said Mary 
Raczka, who’s in charge of hospi- 
tality at Mary Mac’s Tea Room, 
a prominent Southern -style res- 
taurant in midtown Atlanta that 
serves more than 500 pounds of 
fried chicken a week. 

But Fletcher, a University of 
Georgia poultry science profes- 
sor, said his other white meat isn’t 
designed to compete with the real 
thing on restaurant menus or gro- 
cery shelves. Instead, it’s a filler 
that can be used to add protein and 
amino acids to something else, such 


as chicken nuggets. 

The recipe involves adding 
excess water to ground-up dark 
meat to create a kind of meat 
soup, then spinning the mixture 
around in a tub at high speed. The 
centrifugal force makes the mix- 


ture settle into layers of fat, water 
and extracted meat, which can be 
molded into breast-like patties of 
all-white meat. 

When food specialist Marion 
Nestle heard about Fletcher’s 
work, she immediately compared

the end product to imitation crab 
meat made from minced fish. 

“Surimi! This is chicken surimi! 
For the purpose of creating chicken- 
like objects ... yuck!” said Nestle, a 
food studies professor at New York 
University. 

Fletcher said Nestle’s reaction is 
typical, but he has a ready response : 
“There’s a lot of good eating expe- 
riences you may have had in your 
life that you wouldn’t think were as 
good if you read the label.” 

“It’s a very neutral flavor,” said 
Fletcher. In some ways, it’s like tofu. 
Tofu is something with so little char- 


acter that if you eat it by itself, it’d 
put you to sleep.” 

Why in the world would any- 
one be interested in fake white 
meat anyway? 

According to Bill Roenigk, 
senior vice president of the National 
Chicken Council, Americans have 
expressed a strong preference for 
white meat over the past 20 years. 
Dark meat’s color and fat are what 
make it less attractive, he said, and 
it’s also more difficult to mold dark 
meat into shapes. 

Right now, most dark meat pro- 
duced in the United States is export- 
ed to Russia and the Middle East. 
Fletcher believes his faux white 
meat is a way of applying solid 
technology to expand the use of 
dark meat in the States. 

While manipulating food is eye- 
catching and fun for Fletcher, he 
says transforming chicken won’t 
change the food industry much 
right now. But it’s a technology 
that may be adapted in the future.

YOU’VE PROBABLY NEVER HEARD OF 

him. It isn’t like people have never 
written about him before; they have, 
on several occasions. His clothes are 
even sold at mainstream plac- 
es like Barneys, Bergdorf ’s, 

Maxfield’s and Harvey 
Nichols. So why is 
David Szeto still one 
of the industry’s best- 
kept secrets? 

Szeto doesn’t run 
after the press, but he 
is always happy to see his 
clothes on the pages of magazines. 

He has never had a show, though 
he plans on staging one next March 
in Paris during the autumn/winter 
pret-a-porter collections. He also 
has no idea who the “hot” new celeb- 
rities are, so naturally doesn’t worry 
about dressing them — though 
they’ve asked. 

“I was supposed to do a dress for 
Cate Blanchett for the Oscars, but 
I would have had to go to London 
to do the fitting and I don’t have 
time for that.” Just a reminder: It 
takes only 1 hour and 45 minutes 
to get from Paris to London on 
the Eurostar. But, for Szeto, who 
finances his company himself, time 
is money. 

Another good example of his 
thrifty, not- a- slave -for- celebrity 
mentality is when he received a call 
from a stylist who had dressed Jade 
dagger in three of his pieces for a 
magazine spread shot in London. 

“So the stylist calls me and 
tells me this woman. Jade dagger 
— do you know who she is?” he 
asks mid- story, “Well, I had never 



this is exactly how Szeto believes he 
differs from his peers. 

“The reason Saint Laurent was 
so successful is because he’s very 
close to American designers — his 
cuts aren’t complicated. So many 
designers today are inspired by 
the way Saint Laurent cut. And he 
inspires me, too, but I’m inspired 
by the way he looked at women,” 
explained Szeto. 

You can also wear Szeto’s 
clothes season after season. Much 
of his clothing is adjustable; ties 
and things like what Szeto calls 
“sushi rolls” (loose drape-like 
knots he invented) allow you to 
gain or loose a bit of weight and 
still look good. “I fit on a shorter, 
rounder model [a lingerie form] 
and then I fit again on a tall, 
skinny girl [a normal fit model].

giving them away. “I try to 
keep everything under 
$1,000,” he says, even if it’s 
a dress that’s been smocked 
by hand for hours on end.
